Ash reports on 
JFK meeting 
with unionists 


The Central Labor Council 
may ask for local bi-racial com- 
mittees to expand job, housing 
and educational opportunities 
for Negroes. 


Labor support for such com- 
mittees was urged by President 
Kennedy at his meeting with 
AFLCIO leaders from through- 
out the nation last week. 

Robert S. Ash, executive sec- 
retary of the CLC, was one of 
six Californians at the confer- 
ence. 

The labor council Monday 
night concurred in-Ash’s report, 
including his recommendation 
that support for the bi-raciak 
committees be referred to the 
Executive Committee. 


According to Ash, Secretary of 
Labor Willard Wirtz outlined a 
survey which showed that 60-66 
per cent of skilled craftsmen in 
the building trades in Deep 
South urban areas are non- 
whites, compared with 6-11 per 
cent in key cities cnecked in the 
North. 

Ash said the northern cities 
included San Francisco, Los An= 
geles and San Diego. 

Attorney General Robert Ken- 
nedy warned that time is short 
for labor and the rest of the 
non-white population to inte- 
grate employment, housing and 
voting voluntarily. 


Vice President Lyndon John- 
son, chairman of the President’s 
Committee on Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity, reported good 
support from unions and said he 
knows of only two or three re- 
maining segregated unions in 
the South.

The Legislature has authorized 
a State Commission on Man-~ 
power, Automation and Tech- 
nology. 

Passage of Assembly Bill 49 
by Assemblyman Edward Elliott 
(D-Los Angeles) provides a sta- 
tutory base for a commission 
which has been functioning on 
a limited basis under an execu- 
tive order by Governor Edmund 
G. (Pat). Brown. 

The commission, as approved 
by the Legislatiure, will consist 
of four senators, four assembly- 
men, 15 members appointed by 
the governor — six each from 
labor and management and 
three from the “public” — and 
Six ex-officio members who will 
hold the posts by virtue of their 
jobs as state officials. 


The commission will encourage 
coordinated labor market sur- 
veys and will map future job 
skills needs so that training pro- 
grams can be developed in the 
proper fields. 

Bulk of funds for the com- 
mission’s operation will come 
from the U.S. Manpower and 
Training Act. Eleven of the 
commission members will double 
as a state Manpower advisory 
committee for the federal act.

Laney college knowledge 
bogs down trade training 


' Ever since Laney Trades School became a campus of Oak- 
land City College, vocational training programs have been wa- 
tered down. Students whose main interest is learning a trade 
have been burdened with academic courses and urged to work 
for junior college degrees. Dropouts are encouraged among a 
group which never liked school much, anyway. 


Some Laney officials have failed to keep in contact with 
unions in various trades to find out about latest developments. 


Rank-and-file faculty members generally support more job 
training and fewer academic frills. Oakland's Public Advisory 
Committee on Education (PACE) agreed with them, but its 
strong recommendations have been soft-pedaled. 


Latest case reported before the Central Labor Council in- 
volves 42 unemployed women. They were certified by the State 
Department of Employment as having the necessary 10th grade 
education or its equalivalent for retraining as vocational nurses 
under the U.S. Manpower Training and Development Act. 
However, Laney officials insisted on tests and, on the basis of 
these, disqualified all except six of the women. Because of this 
unnecessary emphasis on academic standards, 36 persons were 
denied the opportunity to learn needed, productive new job 
skills. 

Two other points are made by those who argue for more 
and better vocational courses at Laue: 

@ Berkeley has handled the problem without getting its 
trade students bogged down in academic subjects they've al- 
ready studied in elementary, junior high and high school, and 

@ Oakland schools are quick to come running to the labor 
movement for support for bond issues when new buildings are 
needed. Labor has supported these needs. Shouldn't we be 
heard on a matter which vitally concerns us?

Alameda County weighs its underpaid juvenile probation of- 
ficers down with a tremendous overload of cases. 

One deputy has 185 youngsters on his list. He is expected 
to investigate their homes, schools and friends. He is sup- 
posed to find out why 185 teen agers are delinquent, and then 
figure out ways to keep them from getting into trouble again. 

Sounds like a big order, doesn’t it? It's obviously too big. 
And an effective job under these circumstances is impossible, 
as Richard K. Groulx, assistant secretary of the Central Labor 
Council and member of the county’s Juvenile Justice Commis- 
sion, has pointed out. 

As a result, the number of juvenile “repeaters” in Alameda 
County runs about 50 per cent, or one-half,

HOW CAPITALIST 
SYSTEM FAILED US 


SE 
Editor, Labor Journal: 


The label you gave Mr. Jim 
Dahl’s letter in the May 31 copy 
of the Journal, that of a “Rug- 
ged Individual,” should, in all 
honesty, have been “Ill-informed 
and Arrogant Individual.” 

May I give Mr. Dahl, who ob- 
viously is very young, a short 
outline of fairly recent American 
history? 

Our citizens who are now in 
their seventies were In their for- 
ties 30 short years ago when we 
had a Strictly capitalist system 
of government. There was no in- 
surance on bank deposits; there 
was no unemployment compen- 
sation or disability compensa- 
tion; there was no social securi- 
ty. 
In 1929, my father-in-law, then 
40 years old, had a small busi- 
ness, a lovely home and $60,000 
in the bank; by 1932, the banks 
in Chicago had failed, and with 
them went Dad’s hard earned 
savings. Without work — and 
there was no work in 1932 — 
without money, he lost his home. 
Lesser men than he committed 
suicide. Here in these beautiful 
United States, Mr. Dahl, there 
were bread lines, and they were 
made up of self-respecting, hard 
working men, who could find no 
work. My father-in-law wrote to 
labor unions all over the United 
States to find out where there 
was work, and finally, in 1937, a 
union here in Oakland told him 
to come out and he would find 
work here. Please remember, Mr. 
Dahl, he was close to 50 years 
old. Since then, and until he was 
712, he worked desperately ha 
and paid for another home an 
saved a few thousand dollars. 
His only source of income since 
he retired is a social security 
check of less than $200 a month, 
,and his savings have been 
dwindling every year with the 
normal medical expenses of two 
elderly people. He livesin mor- 
tal fear of a serious illness, the 
cost of which will leave him or 

his wife destitute. I cite this 
story, Mr. Dahl, but it is the 
story of all our citizens who are 
now in their seventies or eighties, 
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present plight was caused by the 
failure of our capitalist system 
in the 1930s. 

I admire youngsters with opin- 
ions, but opinions based on facts 
and knowledge. Mr. Dahl’s have 
neither; they are based solely on 
arrogance. 

I cannot help but be supersti- 
tious because of my Irish back- 
ground, and therefore, I shall in- 
clude Mr. Dahl in my prayers 
because he is surely tempting the 
fates to show him how much of 
his own destiny he does indeed 
control. s
